PLATFORM BUILDERS BUSY 


CHICAGO, June 7.— Republican platform builders reported 
progress today on tentative drafts with prom ises of quick ac­ 
tion by the resolution committee as a result of preliminary 
work. 
Group differences remained, but leaders of all factions 
said there were hopes of an entire harmony platform after the 
planks are smoother! and the shavings sw ept out in cqmmit- 
tee. 
The league of nations plank continued to engross the 
voluntary platform 
construction corps. 
Another difference 
loomed over labor policies including dem ands for endorsing 
anti-strike and .similar legislation. 
Settlements of both, however, were predicted. 
The supreme court's decision on prohibition brought re­ 
newed discussion of a dry plank. 
Prohibition advocates were 
planning to urge a strong enforcement plank with a declara­ 
tion against any “ beer and wine” am endm ents of the Vol­ 
stead law. 
Many party leaders, however, are disposed to 
keep the platform silent on prohibition w ith the possible ex­ 
ception of a strong “ law enforcement” plank which could be 
construed to cover prohibition. 
Both factions in the treaty dispute worked many hands to­ 
day, with the hope that solution partially, if not entirely sat­ 
isfactory to all would be found. 
One suggestion was an addi­ 
tion to the Indiana plank, which is the ground work of the 
drafting, of clauses declaring for a world tribunal for concil­ 
iation and settlem ent of international disputes. 
The resolutions com m ittee is expected to begin work tomor­ 
row on limited h earings to many groups here to present their 
views. 
Committee m em bers were chosen in the state caucuses to­ 
day with virtually ail leaders among the membership. 
For the com m ittee chairmanship, Senator Watson of In­ 
diana and Od gen L. Mills of New York w ere the only open 
canddiates. 
The national board of farm organizations today 
virtually completed the agricultural planks which it will ask 
to hve tncuded in th e Republican platform.
